CHAPTER 582

AN ACT to repeal and recreate 98.12 of the statutes, relating to standard
milk bottles for sale at retail.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

98.12 of the statutes is repealed and recreated to read:

98.12 STANDARD MILK BOTTLES. For the sale of milk, cream,
and other fluid milk products at retail no bottle or container shall be used
unless its capacity is one-half pint, one pint, one-third quart, one quart,
one-half gallon, or one gallon.
